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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior 
references of record including the closest reference, the Kortan et al reference, discloses or 
suggests a coated nanocrystal whose core being a member of a monodisperse particle 
population; the monodisperse particle population is shown by a RMS deviation of less 
than 10% as required in the independent claim 25 or with a narrow visible emission (FWHM 
of no greater than 60 nm) as required in the independent claim 24. As shown in figure 2A in 
the Kortan reference (p. 1328), the core CdSe has a broad emission, i.e. a full width at half 
max (FWHM) of approximately 200 nm (from about 550 nm to about 750 nm). Thus, this 
is much higher than the required FWHM of 60 nm or less of the claimed invention. This 
drastic difference in FWHM is also evident by comparison between the peaks on figure 2A 
of the Kortan reference and those of figure 2 (the dotted line indicating the core CdSe) of 
the instant specification. The broad FWHM of the CdSe core as shown in the Kortan 
reference clearly indicates that the CdSe particle population is not monodisperse as required 
in the instant claims.
